A  factory  making  ice-cream  came  under  new  management  during. the 
year.  The  table  of  results  below  indicates  the  early  troubles  in 
production .  The-  contribu-tory  fa-ctors  were  infected  buttermilk  powuer 
imported  from  abroad;  a  breeding  site  for  flies  close  to  the  factory; 
lack ‘of  recording  thermometers;  a  poor  type  of  cooler  and  faulty 
tie t hods  of  sterilization  of  equipment.  The  management  gave  its  full 
co-operation  and  instituted  a  system  of  submitting  all  prcpducts  for 
laboratory  examination.  Unless  the  laboratory  reports  the  sample  to 
be ‘Grade  One  the  ice-cream  is  not  distributed  from  the  factory.

Food  Poisoning. 


As  a  result  of  a  customer’s  complaint  a  batch  of  Cornish  Pasties 
delivered  in  the  town  was  seized.  The  complaint  related  to  mould 
growth  but  bacteriological  examination  shewed  the  meaty  contents  to 
k®  aftfsc'fcGh  with  coagulase  positive  staphylococci,  germs  which  are 
often  responsible  for  serious  cases  of  food  poisoning.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  the  Hampshire  district, where  these  pasties  were 
manufactured,  was  immediately  notified  of  the  findings.  The  action 
of  the  housewife  who  telephoned  my  office  is  a  first  class  example  of 
good  citizenship  and  undoubtedly  prevented  an  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning.

Nil 

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

A  nuisance  in  the  Progmore  area  existed  after  heavy  rain  when 
sewage  and  storm  water  flooded  the  road.  Also  trade  effluents  from 
the  mills,  maltings,  dairies  and  tannery  are  still  passed  into  the 
streams  running  through  and  near  to  the  town. 

t The  Council  have  taken  all  possible  steps  to  accelerate  the 
provision  of  efficient  sev/age  disposal  works  and  when  the  new  works  are 
completed  it  shduld  be  possible  for  the  trade  effluents  to  be 
discharged  to  the  sewers. 

The  practice  of  tipping  household  refuse  into  water  was 
forced  upon  the  Surveyor  and  as  invariably  happens  the  consequent 
noisome  stench  became  very  evident  during  the  hot  summer  months. 
Happily  similar  conditions  have  not  recurred  or  other  methods  of 
disposal  would  have  had  to  be  used. 

The  Council  had  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  abatement  order 
regarding  deposits  from  one  house  creating  a  nuisance.  An  order 
was  made  and  eventually  the  nuisance  was  abated. 
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The  Chief-  Pub-lie  Health  Inspector  has  provided,  the  following 

report-:  --  '•  -

Housing, 

During  the  year  thirty  five  dwellings  were  completed  on  the 
Oldfield  Park  Estate.  The  total  ‘number  of  dwellings  occupied  on  the 
Estate  at  the  end  of  December  was  two  hundred  and  seventy  six. 

Twelve  private  enterprise  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year 
Fourteen  of  the  hutment  dwellings  at  Penleigh  Grove  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  relet.  These  huts  were  stripped 
of  all  fixtures  and  fittings  and  two  of  the  huts  sold. 

Slum  Clearance. 


No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  owing  to  the  Council 
having  no  alternative  accommodation  to  offer  displaced  persons. 

i 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal .  * 

The  tip  at  Slag  Lane  continues  to  be  shared  with  Melksham  Urban 
District  Council.  Approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons'  of 
"Spent  Ballast"  was  supplied  by  the  British  Railways  as  covering 
material,  despite  this  there  remains  an  acute  shortage  of  suitable- 
material  for  covering.  At  the  request  of  the  Railway  Company  the 
tip  face  was  moved  to  the  Minehole  adjoining  the  old  tip.  .This 
meant  tipping  into  water,  which  has  proved  to  be  far  from  satisfactory. 
The  Rodent  Operator  has,  besides  carrying  out  two  major  treatments, 
maintained  weekly  inspections  and  a  continuous  treatment..  This  has 
met  with  considerable  success. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewage  Works  at  Frogmore  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
up  to  three  times  dry  weather  flow.  Flooding  continues  in  the 
Frogmore  Road  area,  at  times  of  storm.  This  is  due  to  the 
inadequacy  of  stormwater  overflows  and  to  the  age  and  capacity  of  the  ? 
existing  pumping  equipment. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  a  scheme  for 
electrification  of  the  Sewage  Works,  together  with  certain  improve¬ 
ments  works  to  the  sewers,  to  the-  Ministry  for  their  approval. 

Sanitary  Inspections. 

An  analysis  of  the  inspections  and  visits  during  the  year  is 
appended. 


Pest  Control. 


The  Rodent  Operator,  whose  services  are  shared  with  the 
Warminster  Urban  District  Council,  carried  out  treatments  of  dwelling 
houses  and  business  premises.  Regular  treatments  were  carried  out  to 
the  Council’s  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works,  depots,  etc. 

Water.  :s  , 

Water  samples  were  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
results  were  always  satisfactory.  Borehole  No. 4  was  completed  and 
commenced  operating  in  September. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

Weekly  inspections  were < made  of  all  dairies  in  the  District. 
Samples  of  Milk  and  Bottle  Rinses  were  taken  regularly.  Only  three 
samples  of  milk  failed  the-  prescribed  tests,  in  these  cases  follow 
up  action  was  immediately  taken  with  good  results.  The  bottle 
rinse  samples  were  fairly  satisfactory  until  the  last  part  of  the 
year  when  they  were  found  to  be  regularly  unsatisfactory.  Two  of 
the  unsatisfactory  milk  samples  and  all  the  bottle  rinse  failures 
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Milk  and  Dairies  (Contd.) 


were  taken  from  the  same  dairy.  This  Dairy  has  been  a  constant 
source  of  trouble  throughout  the  year  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
time. has  had  to  be  spent  endeavouring  to  get  things  into  a  satisfactory 
condition.  Some  small  alterations  and  improvements  were  carried  out 
but  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  The  bottle  filler  and  bottle 
washing  machine  are  both  in  a  very  poor  condition  and  regularly  breaking 
down.  The  owner  is  being  pressed  either  to  have  new  machines  installed 
or  the  existing  ones  overhauled. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act.  195*5. 

There  are  sixty. five  premises  in  the  District  to  which  Food

There  are  three  Dairies  in  the  District  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949-54. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  all  food  premises 
in  the  Area,  and  generally  speaking  a  very  good  standard  of  cleanliness 
has  been  maintained. 

Food  which  has  been  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
condemned  is  disposed  of  by  burying  it  at  the  Refuse  Tip. 

During  the  year  an  Ice  Cream  Factory  commenced  production  in 
the  District.  Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  early  stages 
on  obtaining  a  good  grade  Ice  Cream.  (No  apparent  reason  could  be  found 
for  the  bad  samples,  the  Firm  willingly  co-operated  with  all  that  was 
suggested,  and  were  equally  as  concerned  about  their  product  as  were 
this  Council).  It  was  agreed  with  the  Manufacturers  that  no  Ice  Cream 
should  leave  the  Factory  unless  it  was  either  Grade  1  or  2.  More 
recent  samples  have  been  consistently  good. 

All  food  premises  were  surveyed  with  a  view  to  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  where  required  notices  served  on  Owners  to 
bring  premises  up  to  the -required  standard.  There  remain  only  two  or 
three  of  these  notices  not  complied  with. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

Periodical  Inspection  of  Factories. in  the  District  was  carried 
out.  Premises  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  there  being 
only  minor  contraventions. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Swimming  Baths  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily.  The 
Council  decided  that  the  Baths  should  remain  open  during  the  winter  as 
well  as  the  usual  summer  season.  The  Swimming  Baths  catered  for 
approximately  15,500  persons  apart  from  regular  bookings  from  various 
organisations.  The  Swimming  Bath  water  was  regularly ' sampled,  results 
of  these  samples  showed  the  water  to  be  as  pure  as  used  for  drinking.
